liverymen will be submitted to the 
Merchants' Association and later all 
engaged in the business of hacking 
will be given an opportunity to be- 
come members.

A Missing Heir Turns Up in Time 


to Have an Estate Distributed 


to Him.

The defendant is a non-resident and 
was brought into court on a capias 
and after matter was heard the court 
held the defendant in bail absolute in 
sum of $300. .1.

Benner, Esqs., for plaintiff, and W. C. 
Sheely, Esq., for defendant. 


The rule and answer in case of 


Christie A. Minter vs. Charles S. Miu- 
ter, were argued.

Dedication of Battlefield Park 


Congressman D. F. Lafeau has in- 


troduced the following bill iu Cou- 
gress for the dedication of Gettysburg 
National Military Park : 


Be it enacted by the Senate aud 


House of Representatives of the Lvuitedi 
States of America iu Congress assem- 
bled, that a dedication of the Gettys- 
burg National Military Park shall 
take place ou the battlefield of Gettys- 
burg, Pa., at such time as the Secretary 
of War may detenuiue, the arrauge- 
uieut aud ceremouies in couuectiou 
therewith to be under the directiou of 
the Secretary of War, who is hereby 
authorized to make such expenditures, 
and to use such camp equipage and 
military store* as he may deem ueces- 
saty in couuectiou with said dedica- 
tion, ana to carry out the purpose of 
this act, the sum of §10,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is there- 
by appropriated out of auy money iu 
the treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated, to be expended iu the discretion 
of the Secretary of War, provided, that 
the total expenses connected with the 
dedicatory services herein provided 
fur shall not exceed the sum herein 
appropriated." 


The bill does uot indicate the date, 


the arrangements being lett in the 
hands of the War Department aud 
bill was introduced at the request aud 
approval of that Department and the 
Battlefield Commissioner*.

The present plan of the state gov- 


ernmental anti-tubercnlosig Avork may 
be summarized under the following 
headings: 


First—The collection and tabulation 


of statistics relating to tuberculosis 
through official morbidity and mor- 
tality reports of each individual case. 


Second—The establishment of one 


or more sanatoria for the treatment of 
Incipient cases, including infirmaries 
lor advanced and hopeless cases. 


Third—The establishment of dispen- 


saries in each county of the state fqr 
the care of cases which cannot avail 
themselves of sanatorium treatment, 
Including home visitations and the 
etBdy of occupational conditions. 


Fourth—The maintenance of patho- 


logical laboratories for the free ex- 
amination of sputum and tuberculosis 
lesions and biological laboratories for 
the possible development of immuni- 
tive and curative products. 


Fifth—The restriction of tuberculo- 


sis by the 
disinfection 
of rooms, 


buildings (private and public), convey- 
ances and carriers, and by supervision 
and regulation over the general ave- 
nues of infection. 


Sixth—The dissemination of knowl- 


edge relative to the communicability. 
care and prevention of tuberculosis. 


The collection and tabulation of sta- 


tistics relating to tuberculosis is the 
first essential work in the campaign 
against this disease as it is in the war 
against all 
communicable diseases. 


The law of the commonwealth now re- 
quires that a physician shall report to 
the health authorities each and every 
case of tuberculosis occurring in hi - 
practice.

Washington. Paradise, Heidel- 


Manheim, West Manheim and 
Penn townships, York county, lady 
teachers were at a discount, and but 
l'e\v are employed in these townships 
at present. 
In Manheim and West 


Manhfcim no lady teachers are employ- 
ed and hut a few have, of late years, 
been employed in Penn, and these only 
as primary teachers in two graded 
schools. 


In examining the 
applicants for 


schools in Paradise township in 1852 
and 1853. there Avere no lady appli- 
cants for schools among the thirty ap- 
plicants examined by me. 


During the last decade I 
have 


known instances in which some of the 
school boards of the above 
named 


townships to reject lady applicants for 
schools, holding either State Normal 
diplomas or professional certificates, 
and employ male applicants holding 
provisional certificates, who had no 
experience in school work. Their rea- 
son for refusing to employ female 
teachers was that the female appli- 
cats if employed by them, could not 
control the larger pupils. 


In my experience as principal of 


schools, the female teachers in the 
building were better disciplinarians 
than the male teachers. 1 have also 
noticed that in tow nships where the 
great majoritv of teachers employed 
are female there is less complaint by 
parents and directors than in town- 
ships where the majority are male 
teachers. 


During the years that I have been 


teaching 1 found that in those parts 
of Adams and York counties, original- 
ly settled by English speaking people, 
there was not that opposition to female 
teachers which is manifested by school 
boards, as in pans originally settled 


There are no better instructors in 


Adams and York counties. 


There are instances where male 


the two townships named than the 
lady teachers. They are doing a noble 
work in the school rooms. 


There 
are 
isiances 
where male 


teachers arc employed, either through 
political influence or some other in-i 
tiuence. thai are lacking the required! 
qualifications for teaching, have had 
vei v liulo experience in school work 
are not up-to-date teachers, and those 
who emplo> them are cognizant of the 
fact. 
Directors should not be influenc-j 


ed in the selection of teachers, on ac-1 
count of a few grumblers, or allow j 
themselves to be influenced by politi- 
cal bosses.
